The  formation  of  a  trade  licence 
commieelon  to  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  City  Counrll  was  en- 
dorsed at  a  meeting  of  the  merrhanta" 
group  of  the  Chainl>f>r  of  Commerce 
held  under  th'-  prPMhlpn,  y  of  Mr.  .[ 
D.  O'Connell,  at  the  Belmont  Building 
last  night. 

Many  objections  to  ths  proposal  of 
ths  City  Council  to  levy  a  trade 
licence  according  to  the  rental  value 
of  the  store  were  made,  snd  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  jxroposed  hy  Mr  H. 
8.  Stevenson,  and  aecondeU  by  Mr.  II. 
J.  Mallek,  waa  carried: 

"Whorsas  ths  City  council  is  sn- 
deavoring  to  raise  more  money  for 
current  ezpensM  by  higher  taaatlon, 
and  whereiaa  ths  City  Connell  win 
probably  seek  legiaiatlve  powera  to 
bring  this  into  effect  at  the  next  an- 
nual sitting  of  the  Legislature,  he  It 
reaolved  that  we.  the  retail  commit- 
tee of  thf  Ch.imliPi  <if  I  ■■rii  iiH'r(  c. 
aubmit  the  follow  uik  recom  nicnda - 
llona  to  our  lioard  of  directors. 

"I.  That  II  tiiide  licence  commia- 
eion  be  formed,  conalntlng  of  dele- 
gates from  the  following  tradee  and 
profeesions.  namely,  two  from  each, 
lumber  mills,  etc.,  factories  (this  to 
include  all  who  manufacture  and  Jell 
and  exclusively  by  wholesale),  laun- 
dries, wholesale  wnrehousea  (this  to 
Include  fruit,  KcnTiil  Krocorlca,  dry 
Kood-^  nnd  commieelon  mfrchantH), 
real  pstal*-  firms  (thin  to  Include  In-

tallern  in  othfi-  parts  of  the  <lty.  de-

The  first 
passenger  train  that  was  run  over 
a  railway  in  England  killed  the  man 
who,  next  to  George  Stephenson,  in- 
ventor of  the  locomotive,  was  respon- 
sible for  tha  siKcesa  of  the  great 
venture. 

The  people  of  the  world  always 
have  had  to  pay  the  price  of  progress 
Railways  have  killed  a  multitude  of 
persons  shiee  the  day  of  the  first  sac- 
rifice of  life;  but  they  are  still  doing 
business  and  are  considered  esiential 
to  the  buainess  and  industrial  life  of 
every  community  The  motor  car  will 
atill  run  and  enlarge  the  boundaries 
of  ita  uacfulness,  although  it  exacts 
an  increasing  price  for  its  work.  The 
fsct  that  a  certain  number  of  persons 
kill  themselves  every  year  in  the 
United  States  and  other  countries  be- 
cause of  th^i'  thirst  for  stimulants 
will  not  alter  public  opinion  in  re- 
apaet  to  the  merits  or  the  reveraa  of 
liRwr  ga  »  beTtrtga.
